THE DELEGATED LEGISLATION PROVISIONS 
(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1985 
No. 4 of 1986 

[14th January, 1986.] 

An Act to amend certain Acts to implement the recommendations of 
the Committees on Subordinate Legislation regarding publica¬ 
tion and laying of rules and other delegated legislation and 
certain other matters. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Delegated Legislation Provisions 
(Amendment) Act, 1985. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and different dates 
may be appointed for amendments relating to different enactments 
mentioned in the Schedule to this Act.
